THe members-of the National Retail Hardware As- 
sociation are to be congratulated upon the action of 
their delegates to the annual meeting 

A Case for held last week at Boston in electing 

gratctation. Mt. S. R. Miles President of the Asso- 

ciation. 

For ‘the good and welfare of the association we trust 
that there will now be a return to the safe and sane 
methods of administration that formerly prevailed in 
the organization under the presidency of such men as 
Zach Miller of Bloomington, Illinois, who made an 
enviable recoru as the first president of the old Inter- 
state Association before the reorganization as the Na- 
tional Retail Hardware Association and whose broad- 
minded, rational and businesslike policy was followed 
by his immediate successors, H.‘G. Cormick of Cen- 
tralia, Illinois, and W. P. Bogardus of Mt. Vernon, 
Towa. f 

The administration which has just closed has been 
characterized by recklessness, selfishness and extrav- 
agance. The welfare of the association and of its 
members apparently has been a secondary considera- 
tion in ‘the mind of a narrow-gauged man, who as 
president seemed to place his own selfish interests 
above ‘those of his fellow-members. It was an ad- 
ministration of which the least said the hetter—an ad- 
ministration which loyal members of the National 
Retail Hardware Association will try hard to forget. 








Reports ‘from the state of Texas indicate that the 
hardware merchants and dealers in firearms in the state 
are voicing loud complaints against the 
Texas recent enactment by the legislature the 
Anti- Pistol ostensible object of which was to dis- 
Law. courage the carrying of pistols by the 
citizens of the state. 
A glance over the ;provisions of the new law is suf- 


‘ficient to convince any one that the enactment is not 


only ill-advised, but oppressive, and that it will prob- 


ably defeat its own object. It provides that on or be- 
fore the first day of July, 1907, every individual, com- 
pany, corporation or assotviation carrying on the busi- 
ness of a wholesale or retail dealer in pistols shall make 
a report to the Controller of Public Accounts, under 
oath, of the gross amount, collected and uncollected, 
of: any and all sales of pistols made within the state 
during the preceding quarter. Such individuals or 
companies are required, at the time of making said re- 
port, to pay to the treasurer of the state of Texas an 
“occupation tax” for the quarter beginning on said 
date equal to 50 per cent of the gross receipts from 
sales of all firearms shown by said report. In other 
words, every dealer in pistols must swear to the 
amount of his sales of firearms and turn over to the 
State 50 per cent of the amount shown. 

This may be law in Teaxs, but it is decidedly not 
justice. Regulation of the sale of firearms is a legiti- 
mate function of the state, but the new Texas law sim- 
ply amounts to a persecution of the hardware retailer 
and practically means confiscation of his property. 

We do not believe for a single moment that the new 
law will stand the test of an appeal to the courts. It 
is understood that its constitutionality will be made the 
subject of test at the earliest possible moment after the 
law becomes effective. 

It is ridiculous to suppose that the law will stop the 
purchase of pistols by Texans. The hardware dealers 
may for a while be obliged to cease handling them, but 
the supply will come by mail or express from outside 
sources that cannot be controlled by the Texas authori- 
ties, and as the secretary of the Hardware Retailers’ 
Association of Texas says: “It begins to look very 
much as if the bill was passed in the interest of mail 
order houses outside the state.” 








Amonc the subjects discussed at the recent Boston 

hardware convention the question of Substitution was 

touched upon interestingly by Mr. F. 

The Question R Currie, of Mason City, Iowa, in his 

aaluiniie: address on “Publicity Advertising,” and 

his remarks drew considerable comment 

from the floor, demonstrating that hardware dealers 
are alive to this important subject. 

The hardware dealer should guard jealously his 
right as a merchant to sell the goods he has in stock 
and to create the demand for them in his own way. If 
a man comes into his store and asks for a certain 
brand which the merchant does not carry in stock the 
latter would not be worthy of the name of merchant 
if he did not try to sell the customer the article which 
he has for sale. And if the merchant has the adver- 
tised brand in stock and also has another article which 
he knows to be just as good or better than the other 
and on which he makes more profit he would be a 
poor merchant indeed if he did not try to sell this 


‘article to-the customer. 


This is the natural and legitimate exercise of a mer- 
chant’s right. No one can find any fault with it. But 
there is another side to the question, as usual, and the 
retailer should give the other side a fair consideration. 

A manufacturer who places a guaranteed brand of 
any.article on the market and makes its guaranteed 
qualities known by advertising is entitled to a square 
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deal, In the hardware business, especially, the safety 
of the retailer depends largely upon the support given 
the manufacturers in this respect. The maker of a 
guaranteed article can be held in line on the question 
of selling to catalogue-houses as no other manufacturer 
can be. His goods can be traced through the jobber. 
The demand arising from his advertising puts the 
business in the hands of the retailer because the con- 
sumer cannot get his goods in any other way. 

The jobber or the retailer who substitutes a private 
brand for an article which is stamped by the maker 
with his personal guarantee and widely advertised 
under the maker’s brand, assuming a standard of qua)- 
ity which in itself is an assurance to the purchaser of 
the satisfactory character of the goods, is not giving 
either the manufacturer or the consumer a fair deal. 
The manufacturer stakes his reputation on his single 
article. It is his whole business. He must make it 
right or he cannot succeed. Unquestionably he can 
and will make a better article for the same cost than 
anyone who makes a similar article on contract only. 
He is obliged to make a better article or go out of 
business. 

The successful conduct of business to-day depends 
upon co-operation between. the manufacturer, jobber 
and dealer. They must pull together. They must show 
consideration for one another. If one party fails in 
this at any point all will suffer and reprisals will not 
make matters any better. 








In the development of the hardware business many 
new lines have been added from time to time to the 
stock that one now naturally looks for

would be singular indeed if we continued 
from year to year and from decade to decade to be 
satisfied with finding in our retail stores the same lines 
of goods with which our fathers and our grandfathers 
were content. We live more fully in these days than 
they did in the days of yore. We need more in the 
pursuit of happiness, in fact our material requirements 
in every direction are greater and more numerous. A 
liberal policy of education has increased the require- 
ments of the masses of our people, while our classes 
are ever reaching out for new methods of enjoyment 
and our unquestioned liberality of personal expendi- 
ture—greater than that of any other people on earth— 
is constantly seeking new avenues and new channels in 
which to develop itself. 

The arrival of the automobile as a strong factor in 
American social and business life opens up a decidedly 
interesting question for the hardware dealer. Shall he 
or shall he not take advantage of the situation and add 
to his stock a line of automobile supplies ? 

This question has already been answered by many 
dealers in the affirmative and hardware jobbing houses 
have begun to handle such goods in recognition of the 
decidedly strong demand for them. Taking everything 
into consideration, therefore, it would certainly seem 
to be the part of wisdom for the enterprising hardware 
dealer to carry on hand a supply of the goods con- 
stantly needed by automobilists and to keep his stock 
of such goods in condition to answer at least the or- 
dinary calls arising from the new condition. 
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The hardware store, as we have had occasion to say 
ere this, is the natural place in which, to look for au- 
tomobile supplies. Like seeks like and the goods re- 
quired in automobiling, the paraphernalia of a motor 
car, come under the general name of hardware and of 
nothing else. The up-to-date dealer will recognize 
this fact and’ many will rejoice exceedingly over the 
new condition of things. It opens up a profitable new 
field of trade and one that will surely repay effort and 
enterprise. 








A COMPARISON of average prices of metals imported 
in the ten months ending with April, 1907, with those 
of the corresponding months ending with 
“Cannan April, 1897, shows that pig tin has ad- 
of Pri vanced 207 per cent; copper in pigs, 
bars, ingots, etc., 127 per cent; iron ore, 

108 per cent, and pig iron, 22 per cent. 

It is equally interesting to compare the actual ad- 
vance in price in each of these cases. Thus pig tin 
shows an advance from 13 cents per pound in 1897 to 
40 cents per pound in 1907; copper in pigs, ingots, 
bars, etc., from 8% cents per pound in 1897 to 19 
cents in 1907, and iron ore from $1.44 per ton in 1897 
to $3 per ton in 1907. 

In finished manufactures of metal a comparison of 
prices per unit of quantity cannot so readily be made, 
but in the cases of steel rails and tin plate it is pos- 
sible to compare prices at the present time with those 
of an earlier date. Thus in 1898 the average price per 
ton of steel rails imported was $22.38, while in 1906 
it was $23.44. Tin plate showed an average price per 
pound in 1898 of 2.2 cents and in 1906 of 2.8 cents. 

In exports of metal and metal manufactures, the 
prices show an advance during the last ten years in 
practically all cases, but the advances average less 
than those found in imports. Copper in ingots, bars 
and plates, showed an advance in price of 91 per cent 
during the ten months ending with April, 1907, as 
compared with the similar ten-month period of ten 
years ago. Steel rails advanced 21 per cent and wire 
15 per cent. 

Taking the twenty-five principal articles named in 
the government lists of imports (all kinds) and the 
twenty-five principal articles exported, it is figured 
that in the last ten years the average advance in price 
of the twenty-five articles imported has been 55.21 
per cent and of the twenty-five articles exported the 
advance has been 38.06 per cent. 

These figures will repay study not only by the econ- 
omist, but by every American citizen interested in the 
upbuilding of our foreign commerce: It is evident 
that we have not been raising prices on the goods we 
have to sell abroad as much as some of our competi- 
tors have done. The figures may prove that in com- 
parison with competing nations we are reducing the 
cost of production.

When o’er with gloomy eyes I view 
This dungeon I am rotting in, 
I think of my companions true, 


Who studied with me at the U—

She was the daughter of my Tu— 

Tor, law professor at the U— 
Niversity of Goettingen. 

Mr. Morgan is described as “reeling off this bit of 
British jocularity in great shape.” The Commercial, 
by the way, refers to him as the “incarnated conservat- 
ism of the American capitalistie regime” and the Iron 
Duke of finance—which ought to be glory enough for 
anybody.

In a recent address to a graduating class in a tech- 
nical school at Cleveland, Professor H. Wiley, chief 
chemist of the United States Department of Agricul- 
ture, said: “Strike out the specialists and you im- 
mediately paralyze the wheels of our government. 
The system of technical education is not appreciated 


. as much as it ought to be. The great object of these 


technical schools is to create specialists. If we would 
hope to succeed we should stick to one thing. See 
what our scientists have accomplished by doing so. 
The young men who attend this sort of school-are the 
best and are complete and rounded scholars when 
they finish.” 

We all remember the objections we had as boys and 
girls to having our butter spread too thin. Strange 
that so many of us when we attain our full growth 
try to spread ourselves out thin instead of concentrat- 
ing our efforts in a single direction. Professor Wiley 
is undoubtedly right. The man who spreads himself 
out thin is far less likely to succeed than he who sticks 
to one thing and masters it. It is the age of the 
specialist.

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RECORD-BREAKING DIVIDENDS. 





Nearly $183,000,000 will be paid out in this city as 
dividend and interest payments on July 1, the end of 
the fiscal year of a great majority of the country’s big- 
gest corporations, says the New York Herald. This 
disbursement is by far the largest payment ever made 
on that date and is the distribution of profits made 
out of unusually large earnings. The payments are 
about $20,000,000 in excess of those paid on July 1 and 
thereabouts last years. 

Railroads will pay out $36,750,000 in dividends, ac- 
cording to. compilations made in Wall street yesterday, 
and industrial corporations are even more generous, 
dispensing to their stockholders $41,000,000 in divi- 
dends. But in cashing coupons the railroads will dis- 
tribute on July 1, $71,250,000 and industrials only $11,- 
000,000. In alJ, including traction, government and 
other bonds and dividend disbursements of which Wall 
street keeps a record, there will be about $183,00c,000 
paid out this coming month. The bulk of it becomes 
due on July 1, consequently there are busy times ahead 
next week for the bank clerks and trust company 
agents who present checks and coupons for payment 
and afterward credit them to their customers. 


Among the big payers of dividends are the New | 


York, New Haven and Hartford, New York Central 
and the Southern Pacific. Each of these pays out 
about $1,500,000. The American Telephone and Tele- 
graph will pay more than $2,000,000 in dividends. 
Most of the banks and trust companies will make 
handsome dividend distributions on July 1. They are 
now making plenty of money, owing to the high inter- 
est rates. In 1906 interest rates were also high, so that 
most of the trust companies and banks are willing to 
distribute their increased profits to their stockholders. 





ADVENT OF THE MOLDING MACHINE. 





No feature of the recent. foundry conventions at 
Philadelphia attracted more attention than the molding 
machines shown in the exhibit at the Second Regi- 
ment Armory, says Copper and Brass, of Detroit. The 
booths where the various devices for turning out cast- 
ings were being demonstrated were constantly sur- 
rounded by curious and interested crowds of foundry- 
men, asking questions and keenly watching the 
operations of the machines. 

Occasionally some expressions of skepticism were 
heard, but the generally expressed opinions were that 
it is only a question of time—and a short time, too— 
when these machines will be in general use. The de- 
vices themselves were their own strongest advocates, 
showing how one man and a machine would do the 
work of several molders, giving promise that each shop 
will be able to turn out more work at a decreased cost. 


The fear most often expressed was that the union - 


molders will make a fight against the general intro- 
duction of the machine, but it is to be hoped that such 
will not be the case. History has shown the futility 
of all such struggles against the evolution of manu- 
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descriptive literature will be sent on request. When 


facture. It has been demonstrated over and over 
again that machinery, instead of lowering wages, re- 
sults in the final betterment of conditions, both as to 
wages and as to the hours that men have to work, and 
journeymen molders will be standing in their own way 
if they fight the introduction of successful machinery. 
if they know their own best interests they will wel- 
come the day when molding machines have been 
brought to perfection, and placed in general use. 

It may be well to recall that when farm machinery 
was first introduced the English farm laborers burned 
the new devices, but the machines won just the same, 
and now when even sowing is done by machinery, 
farm laborers have easier times at better wages than 
ever. 

There was a time, and not so long ago, when news- 
paper printers were fond of telling each other that 
nobody could ever invent a machine that “could think,” 
but the wonderful linotype came just the same, and 
while one machine and one man will do the work that 
six or eight men formerly worked over all night, the 
operator who runs the machine makes better wages 
and works fewer hours than did the printer who kept 
his nose in the space box as he toiled over the case. 
The machine resulted in larger, better and cheaper 
newspapers and periodicals. 

It will probably be the same with the molding ma- 
chines. Their greater capacity will probably cheapen 
castings, create a greater demand for the product of 
the foundry, reduce hours and raise wages for work 
that will not be as hard and exhausting as the toil 
of the present hand molder.

IRON SITUATION IN GERMANY. 


There are indications of an impending crash in the 
German steel and iron trade. The prices of manu- 
factured products have been steadily falling for weeks 
and a simultaneous slump in the shares of great foun- 
dry and furnace companies has been registered on the 
Berlin, Hamburg, Frankfort and Dusseldorf ex- 
changes. The mills are working, at present, up to 
their full capacity, and, in some cases, are unable to 
make deliveries, owing to the rush of work, but orders 
for deliveries far in the future have come to a com- 
plete standstill, and manufacturers will face the pros- 
pect of orderless books in a comparatively short time. 
As German steel and iron plants have increased their 
capacity enormously in recent years, they are confront- 
ed with the problem of finding fresh markets abroad, 
as their output has largely been for domestic consump- 
tion. It is likely that in order to avoid a catastrophe 
the German steel and iron combination will turn to the 
British market and engage in a wholesale dumping 
process and slaughter of prices.—Journal of Com- 
merce.

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FIRE IN S. R. MILES’ STORE. 











Early on the morning of June 20 fire broke out in 
the basement of the Miles Hardware Company’s store 
in the Century Block, Mason City, Iowa, and did con- 
siderable damage. The block was owned by the Miles 
Hardware Co. and Senator A. H. Gale. It contained 
other stores and offices, all of which suffered damage. 

Mr. S. R. Miles writes as follows with regard to the 
fire as it affected his company: 

To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: ; 

We are having more inquiries than.we have time to 
reply to personally, in reference to the fire that oc- 
curred in our store June 20, and will be glad to answer 
these inquiries through the columns of THE AMERICAN 
ARTISAN. 

The fire was discovered at 6:15 a. m., under the 
warehouse portion of the store. Our store room is 
in the form of an ell, having a frontage of 42 by 44 
feet. It was under this ell that the fire was discovered. 
That part of the building and all of the stock contained 
in it is in ruins, from the basement to the roof. 

The second floor is occupied as a tin shop and store 
room for surplus stock. The roof over this warehouse 
portion is burned off, the wreckage falling on the 
goods, a great many of which were also burned. There 
was no fire in the main sales room but the whole room 
was filled with water and smoke, and the damage there 
will be heavy. 

The loss is not yet adjusted but we hope will be 
before this article is published. We feel that our in- 
surance is ample to protect us from any serious loss. 
As the greater percentage of our insurance is with 
Hardware Mutuals, we know that it is good.

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THAT TEXAS ANTI-PISTOL LAW. 





Hardware merchants and dealers in firearms in the 
state of Texas are loud in their complaints against 
Sec. 12 of the gross receipts tax law recently enacted 
by the Thirtieth Legislature, which requires that they 
turn over to the treasurer of the state 50 per cent of 
their gross receipts for firearms. 

“Dealers naturally feel pretty sore over the passage 
of this section of the bill,” said J. W. McManus, sec- 
retary of the Retail Dealers’ Hardware, Implement 
and Vehicle A’ssociation of Texas, according to the 
Dallas News. “The upshot of it will be that no dealer 
in the state can afford to handle revolvers, or, in fact, 
firearms of any description, after the law goes into 
effect, which will be ninety days after the date of its 
passage. Users or consumers of firearms in the state 
will, after that time, be supplied from sources outside 
of Texas, receiving their guns by mail or express 
direct. It begins to look very much as if the bill was 
passed in the interest of foreign mail-order houses. 

“The representatives of our association at Austin 
were assured at 2 p. m. on the last day of the legisla- 
ture that Sec. 12 of the bill, which was an amendment, 
would not be passed, but about the iast act of the legis- 
lature at a late hour that night was to pass the bill, 
with the amendment. The constitutionality of Sec. 12 
will no doubt be tested as soon as possible after the 
law becomes effective.” 

Sec. 12 is as follows: 

“Each and every individual, company, corporation 
or association created by the laws of this state, or any 
other state, who shall engage in his own name or in the 
name of others, or in the names of its representative 
or agents in this state in the business of a wholesale 
or a retail dealer in pistols, shall, on or before the first 
day of July, 1907, and quarterly thereafter, make a 
report to the Controller of Public Accounts, under 
oath of the individual, or of the president, treasurer 
or superintendent of said company, corporation or 
association, showing the gross amount, collected and 
uncollected, from any and all sales made within the 
state of all firearms during the quarter next preceding. 
Such individuals, companies, corporations and associa- 
tions, at the time of making said report, shall pay to 
the Treasurer of the state of Texas an. occupation tax 
for the quarter beginning on said date equal to 50 per 
cent of said gross receipts from sales of all firearms 
shown by said report.” 
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; Thomas McCosh.

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PUBLICITY ADVERTISING. 








At the joint convention of the National Retail Hard- 
ware Association and the New England Hardware 
Dealers’ Association in Boston, June 19, Mr. F. R. 
Currie of Mason City, Iowa, read an able and inter- 
esting paper on the subject of “Publicity Advertising,” 
which evoked considerable discussion. He said: 


Friends of the Convention: The old adage, “Foois rush. 


in where angels fear to tread,” was most forcibly brought 
to my mind immediately after promising to present this paper 
for I personally learned of three exceptionally capable men 
who had refused this subject. How many more refused it I 
do not know. I only hope that when I am finished you will 
not be sorry that I did not. 

It is not the purpose of this paper to antagonize the 
American manufacturer or the American press. But it is 
to open a discussion and to encourage personal views from 
the dealers represented that shall be a guide in the future 
policy of the manufacturer in marketing his goods and for 
the dealer in selecting his stock. 

We are a part of a nation of people who are noted for 
their push, their enterprise and their ability to make and 


,change conditions. It is unnecessary for me to say here 


in the manufacturing center of our commonwealth that the 
American manufacturer is the most pushing and daring of all 
manufacturers and that Yankee invention is world famed 
for its cleverness and ability to meet and make conditions. 

This convention is made up of thinking men. You have 
all been appalled at the tons of reading matter that come 
regularly from the American press. If I did not come from 
a State with big farms I would dare to assume that enough 
printed paper rolls regularly from the American printing 
press to blanket the United States each month. None of us 
claim to read one-fourth of what comes into our homes, 
and one-half of the dealers here do not read one-half of 
what comes to their desk—Why? You can’t find the time. 


Competition in Enterprise. 

If the American manufacturer has a competitor in dar- 
ing, push and enterprise, it is the American publisher. These 
two have created a new profession in the person of the 
“professional advertiser,” and when we see the great strides 
that have been made in very recent years in these schools 
of advertising and in the practice of it we are convinced 
that there is something ahead and we are wondering if the 
signal is “Profit” or “Loss” for the retail dealers. Within 
the last few years a few items kindred to the hardware line 
and a large number of items from other lines have suddenly 
been launched and established with the American people, and 
this fact has whetted the appetite of the manufacturer and 
the publisher, has made them more daring and seeks to 
bring success or calamity to the manufacturer and dealer 
alike. 

It seems almost as if the manufacturer and the sales 
companies have gone wild on this subject, and the man who 
seeks to organize a new enterprise or to launch a new 
product first ascertains how much he can appropriate for ad- 
vertising, and is perhaps more careful in selecting his man- 
ager of sales or his advertising manager than he is the gen- 
eral superintendent or foreman of his factory. And I could 
name a firm of this kind that needs fo give additional atten- 
tion to the perfecting of its product if it wishes to continue 
to reap profit from its commodities. I presume you know of 
several. This feature has caused the American retailer to 
“sit up and take notice,” and they fear that they are buying 
advertising rather than merchandise and paying too much 
for it. In fact the majority of the successful solicitors to-day 
on strong lines, after giving the merchant a few pointers 
as to quality and efficiency of his product will spend a great 
length of time on the advertising and the aids that the manu- 
facturer is putting forth to help the dealer sell the goods, 
Not that the retail dealer is unwilling to pay for the adver-

tising if he can get it for what it is worth, but he don’t 
want to pay a long price for it. If a manufacturer spends 
five per cent advertising a product does the dealer want to 
pay fifteen or twenty or twenty-five per cent for it? Hardly— 
and the feeling that is beginning to show itself among the retail 
dealers argues this way and seems to have good evidence 
to back it. 

We learn that an article on which a vast amount ef 
money has been spent in advertising in this country is re- 
tailed across the water for forty per cent of our restricted 
retail price. Yes, it is retailed there at eighty per cent of 
the American jobber’s cost. Is anything added for publicity 
advertising ? 

A certain manufacturing concern bought up the busi- 
ness and patterns of an article and jumped the retailer's cost 
forty per cent when they began their publicity campaign. 
The dealer who gave me these facts has changed his line— 
wouldn’t you? 

Three Classes of Advertisers. 

As I have considered this matter and have looked into 
a few of the items that have been suddenly launched safely 
and surely upon the. American people by this strong publicity 
campaign I have found three classes of manufacturers who 
were justified in national publicity advertising campaigns. 
First, a manufacturer who makes a radical change in the 
making of an old thing for the same old purpose: the sec- 
ond I designate as a manufacturer who discovers a great 
many new uses for an old thing and changes his style of 
package: and the third member of the, manufacturing fra- 
ternity is one who would launch an entirely new thing. I 
believe if you can recall lines which I refer to you will 
believe me. 

Now, let us take the side of the argument for standard 
goods. Let’s use, for instance, the item of a claw-hammer 
to illustrate our point. I don’t believe that any manufacturer 
could compel the American hardware retail dealer to put 
in his line of claw-hammers simply because he had advertised 
them in the Ladies’ Home Journal or in any other journal 
read by the public at large. He simply couldn’t. But now 
if this same inan should invent a claw-hammer with the 
efficiency of the regular pattern that could be carried in the 
vest-pocket or was made collapsible, or something of this 
kind, he would be justified in a strong publicity campaign to 
get this before the American people, for this is a radical 
change. in the construction of an old thing. Or supposing 
some very ingenious man or woman should invent a machine 
that after the family had finished the dinner would auto- 
matically, silently and quickly gather up the dishes, clear the 
table, wash the dishes and put them away; this would be 
an item which would be new and a publicity campaign would 
necessarily be needed to get hardware men to stock an item 
like this. 

The great danger that confronts us is that manufacturers 
will go advertising crazy and seek to force all their wares 
on the American people, and in this add too much to the 
dealer’s cost, and thus very materially interfere with his 
profit account. We have all learned that advertising costs 
money. It costs lots of it and lots of advertising costs 
barrels and barrels of mgney. 

Another View of the Case. 

Let us take another view. Let’s take a very common 
item in the hardware store of to-day, viz.: Food choppers. 
I believe every dealer in this Convention to-day will say 
that he practically pays no attention as to how much pub- 
licity advertising is given to the food chopper. He buys 
a food chopper that when a customer comes to his store 
he will sell him or her the food chopper that he has in stock. 
If the manufacturer who advertises a good food chopper 
wants ten dollars a dozen for them and if he can buy a 
food chopper made by a high-grade manufacturing concern, 
that has proven satisfactory when used in his own kitchen at 
nine dollars a dozen, he will not pay the one dollar extra for 
the advertising on an item as staple and as common as a 
food chopper is to-day. 

By this food-chopper illustration I mean that I beliéve if 
it costs one dollar a dozen to advertise food choppers any 
established firm with a reputation for making good tools, 
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guns, or anything else could go in and clean up a big bunch 
of business easily by deducting the cost of the other fellow’s 
advertising from his selling price of his chopper. For the 
food chopper to-day is established in the American house- 
hold. Understand me—a new and unknown firm could not 
do this but an old established firm could. And I have seen 
the same thing tried on other items. 

I corresponded with a few retail dealers on this subject 
and am sorry’ that I could not have had this subject in 
time to have corresponded with more. But several of the 
dealers cited the case that as regards a certain item upon 
which a great amount of money has been spent in advertising, 
they are able to buy for twenty to twenty-five per cent less 
money an item that in their judgment is as good if not 
better and which they can sell for the same price as the well 
advertised item and sell as much of it. 

I am wondering about results if all manufacturers took 
up a heavy line of publicity advertising. But you can readily 
see if every manufacturer did this that advertising would 
be worth nothing. For if we doubled the number of maga- 
zines and tripled the advertising pages there would not then 
be enough room for the American manufacturer and we are 
sure the American people would cease to read advertise- 
ments. 

Results Not as Intended. 

In letters to me several dealers have spoken of the 
fact that the names given them to follow up sales have not 
resulted as the manufacturer intended. In fact, that as a 
rule there were no results. This is almost a uniform expe- 
rience. I believe the only man who has spoken to me on 
this question who claimed to have gotten results was a 
man who handles incubators, and he stated that this one 
item had proven quite satisfactory. That is’ when names 
were referred to him he had made quite a few sales by 
following the matter up. 

Another question of grave importance confronts us in 
publicity advertising. You will notice practically every 
standard magazine has devoted considerable space in an 
editorial way advising the reader to insist that his dealer 
furnish him the exact goods advertised, cautioning them 
against accepting substitutes, claiming that the one and only 
reason that a dealer has in substituting is because the sub- 
stituted article costs him less and he can make more money, 
and impressing upon the reader that the advertised article 
alone has merit. 

I believe if you will take the general hardware cata- 
logues of to-day you will find the big percentage of the 
standard, reliable lines which are found in the hardware 
stores are dependable, are reasonably priced, and would give 
satisfaction and at the same time they are made by firms 
who do not spend a lot of money in publicity advertising. 

We must not confuse publicity advertising with trade 
advertising. A manufacturer must advertise to the dealer. 
This is not publicity advertising but is trade advertising pure 
and simple. 


May Encourage Mail Order Business. 

Now, if we allow our magazines to increase their pages 
of editorials warning the people to beware of the merchant's 
substitution, will we not encourage mail-order business, as 
most of the advertisers state, “If your dealer will not furnish 
you we will forward direct.” This is a phase that also must 
be looked into. I believe to-day that the manufacturer should 
use great discretionary power in selecting lines upon which 
he will spend a vast amount of money in advertising. 

It is far‘from my thought to attempt to kill, to even 
scare, the goose that lays the golden egg. I realize that 
great material aid. has been brought to the retail dealer be- 
cause some items have been well advertised in the past. But 
the thing we must ward against is to prevent this from 
being overdone on all lines. 

The most this paper is intended for is to open the way 
of discussion and I am sure the delegates here will be 
free to express themselves. The manufacturer should do in 
some instances lots of advertising, but as retail dealers we 
‘are anxious that he be careful not to increase our costs in 
a manner to curtail our profits, as we all know they are 
limited enough now. I want to be a friend of every manu- 
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facturer and wish to emphasize again that this paper is only 
meant to open up discussion. 

I undertook to correspond with manufacturers but was 
unabie to do much with this. However, one of the large 
manufacturers who would be repeatedly quoted on this Con- 
vention floor to-day if we quoted names, wrote me con- 
fidentially that their advertising campaign had not been satis- 
factory.

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THE AMERICAN RADIATOR COMPANY. 








The Chicago Inter Ocean of June 25 said: 

“The report was current yesterday in usually well 
informed quarters of La Salle street that the American 
Radiator Company is preparing to cut a lemon. The 
rumors could-net be verified at the offices of the cor- 
poration in this city, President C. M. Woolley being in 
the East on business, and most of the other directors 
were reported out cf town. Gossip current was that 
the shareholders are either to receive a distribution of 
new stock or a cash dividend, and that the greatest 
benefits from a disbursement of either kind will fall to 
the holders of the common stock. 

“Banking interests close to the company were in- 
clined to discredit the story on the ground that it has 
been against the policy of the directors to increase the 
capitalization, permanent improvements and additions 
essential to the company’s constant growth having al- 
ways been taken out of earnings. 

‘‘According to the last annual report of the company, 
there was $3,000,000 of the $5,000,000 authorized pre- 
ferred stock outstanding. All of the $5,000,000 com- 
mon stock has been issued. 

“The American Radiator Company has paid divi- 
dends at the rate of 7 per cent on its preferred stock 
since its organization, and at the rate of 4 per cent on 
the common stock since Dec. 31, 1904. On March 30 
last an extra dividend of 2 per cent was paid on the 
junior issues, 

“The stock of the company is very closely held, and 
the majority of both classes is in a few hands. Sales 
of the common stock since Jan. 1 aggregate only 1,276 
shares, and the price has risen from 126 to 133. Dur- 
ing the same period only 644 shares of the preferred 
stock were interchanged on the local stock exchange, 
and prices have moved up from 122% to 130. Dur- 
ing the year 1906 both classes of stock sold as low as 
115, the common as high as 130, and the preferred 
to 136, 

“Of late there have been a few sales of the preferred 
for the purpose of buying the common stock, but there 
were not enough of these transactions to warrant belief 


‘that the change was made with a view to taking advan- 


tage of some plan of the directors by which the latter 
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issue is to be benefited. The premium over the pre- 
ferred which it now enjoyed by the common is due to 
the brisk demand which seems to prevail at times, and 
not especially on this occasion. The directors will not 
hold another dividend meeting until about Aug. 1.” 
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MECHANICAL DRAFT. 





The advantages of Mechanicaf Draft are thus pre- 

sented in a new work on “Smoke Abatement,” by Wm. 
Nicholson : 
“1. If the boilers are well constructed, and are 
provided with ample room to insure circulation, their 
steaming power may, without injury, be increased to 
30 per cent over that obtained by the natural draft for 
continuous working. 

“2. Such augmentation is accompanied in normal 
cases by an increased consumption per indicated horse 
power. 

“3. It enables an inferior fuel to be used. 

“4. Under certain conditions of weather it would 
be difficult to maintain steam with natural draft but 
with forced draft the power is insured. 

“5. Much thicker fires can be worked than with 
natural draft, causing the air to travel through incan- 
descent fuel, with more time to give up its oxygen, 
while the intensity of the draft through the incandes- 
cent fuel causes a more intimate mixing of the air 
with it than is possible with ordinary chimney draft.” 
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IT WORKED IN MICHIGAN, 








“T read it in a newspaper, and I knew it was true,” 
said the postmaster to the Clare Courier, in telling how 
he heated his home the other Sunday all day with two 
shovels of soft coal. The niigture used was five shov- 
els of coal ashes, two shovels of soft coal, one pound 
of salt and one and one-half ounces of oxalic acid 
mixed by the use of two gallons of water. Placed in 
his furnace it furnished heat throughout the entire 
house all day and far into the night. The Clare Knit- 
ting Mills tried the same experiment on Tuesday and 
it worked to perfection.—Clare ( Mich.) Courier.

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TRANSITION PIECE BY TRIANGULATION. 











BY H. E. OSBORNE. 

To obtain the pattern for a transitina piece by 
triangulation, when the article is to have a round top 
and rectangular base, and the top and base are parallel, 
the following method will apply regardless of dimen- 
sions. And the pattern may be in one, two or four 
pieces. 

This description is of a pattern in two pieces, with 
the seams in the middle of the ends, or short sides. 

Draw a side elevation, and a plan of the article as 
shown. Then construct a diagram of triangles, mak- 
ing the perpendicular equal to oA of side elevation, 
and base indefinite. Space half the circle in plan into 
any desired number of equal spaces, numbering them 
in duplicate from o each way to the center line EC as 
shown. Next transfer the distances Bo, Br, etc., to

the base line of the diagram of triangles for the bases 
of the several triangles, and number them as trans- 
ferred. (When the article is symmetrical, as in this 
case, only one-fourth of the plan need be spaced, as 
the measurements from D to the corresponding num- 
bers would be the same as those in the other quarter.) 
Now draw the base line DB of one side of the pat- 
tern just the desired length of long side of article, and 
bisecting it draw Ao indefinitely, perperidicular to DB. 
Set the dividers the length of the hypotenuse o, and 
with one point at B on pattern mark the perpendicular 
line at 0, and prove its correctness by spanning from 
the opposite end, D of base line. Then set dividers 
the length of hypotenuse 1 and with a point at B and D 
respectively mark with the other point at 1, just one 
of the equal Spaces on circle in plan, from o to the 
right and left.. The most convenient way to do this 
is to set a second pair of dividers the length of the 
spaces, to use with each hypotenuse as we proceed. 
Next set the dividers the length of hypotenuse 2, 
and with the other dividers measure out from 1 and I 
to right and left, the same as we did from 0. Con- 
tinue this process to 6 and 6. Then with the hypote- 
nuse C whose base is C to 6 of plan, measure from 
points 6 and 6 of pattern, as:shown by 6C and 6E, 
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locating the points C and E by measuring out to right 
ynd left from B and D one-half the length of the short 
side of the article, as shown by the distances BC and 
DE on plan. 

If the article is to be a chimney top, lay off the 4 
inches, or whatever is desired for the perpendicular 
bottom, notch at D and B, allow edges to lock along 
6E and 6C and draw a ftee hand line through the 
points 6, 5, 4, 3, 2, I, O, I, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, which com- 
pletes the pattern for one-half the article. 

This is one of the simplest problems in triangulation, 
but if thoroughly understood it will help to simplify 
other problems.

WHAT CONSTITUTES A MECHANIC?

I have 
been waiting to see something further from him on 
the subject, and as I think it is a very intere$ting one, 
I trust he will not let it drop after suggesting the 
idea. ° 

Of course, there are various kinds of mechanics be- 
sides the grades, good, bad and indifferent. To my 
mind, the best definition of “mechanic” is contained 
in the word which forms a part of the title of your 
paper, THe AMERICAN ARTISAN—a mechanic is an 
artisan and an artisan is a mechanic. 

I know that many people do not regard one word 
as a definition of another and prefer to call such a 
similar word a synonym. A good definition of me- 
chanic, I take it, is, “One engaged in a mechanical 
trade’’—hence the phrase “kitchen mechanic,” often 
colloquially applied to cooks who cook mechanically 
and sometimes with their eyes shut, judging at least 
by some of the samples of their skill that I have been 
condemned to taste from time .to time in country 
hotels, when I have been engaged in roofing a church, 
a court house, a school house or a town hall. 

I hope to hear Brother Jones’ ideas on what con- 
stitutes a mechanic and trust he will not beg off.

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TO FIX COPPER PRICES. 








For more than a month great manufacturing inter- 
ests which are consumers of copper have been agitated 
as to the policy the three big selling agents would 
adopt when the time came to make fresh sales of cop- 
per. The Boston Herald gives the following as a 
forecast of the policy to be pursued by the United Met- 
als Selling Company, which is the largest factor in the 
copper market, not only of the United States, but of 
the world. 

Briefly stated, the policy of the company will be to 
sell copper when it has the metal to sell at the best 
price it can obtain for the producer. At the same time 
no radical or disturbing changes in the prices are ex- 
pected. 

“We are not accumulating copper at the present 
time,” said an official of the United Metals Selling 
Company recently. “Not until July will there be cop- 
per offered us for sale which has not already been sold 
or contracted for. The consequence is that we will 
merchandise our goods when we receive possession at 
the best price we can obtain. In the meantime we are 
simply marking time waiting for developments. 

“Tt is ridiculous to say that we are holding the price 
of electrolytic copper at 25'4c a pound or are trying to 
force consumers to pay that price or any other price 
for copper. So far at least as our company is con- 
cerned we have had no copper for sale for immediate 
delivery for several months past, for the reason that 
our output had been sold ahead until about the first of 
July. About that date the producers for whom we 
act as selling agents will again have copper to put on 
the market. 


Unsettlement Deters Buyers. 

“It is true that within the last two months the con- 
sumers have not placed orders for distant delivery, nor 
did they seek to obtain priority in contracts. The un- 
settlement in the stock markets was sufficient to deter 
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the large manufacturers from following the policy for- 
merly adopted of placing large orders for distant de- 
livery, and they have waitéd to observe developments. 
The producers have done the same thing. 

“What will be the upshot? You do not suppose the 
large consumers of copper will cease buying their sup- 
plies, do you? They certainly will not shut down their 
plants, and it is obvious that within a short time the 
consumers will be in the market again buying copper, 
and the producers will have it for sale. Neither inter- 
est wishes to see any marked or radical changes in 
market conditions, nor will there be such.” 

“At the present time,” says the Herald, “the copper 
market is attracting as much attention as it did in 
1901, when the copper world was stirred as it had 
never been since the days of the Secretan syndicate. 
The situation at this time, however, is much better 
from a financial point of view, as there are no huge 
supplies of copper on hand. In the fall of that year 
copper declined with a crash that shook every market 
of tlie world. The Amalgamated Copper Company 
and its allies had been holding their supplies from the 
market in the effort to maintain a stable and what 
was then considered the high price of 1754 cents a 
pound for electrolytic copper. No one has ever ascer- 
tained what supplies of copper were held in this gigan- 
tic scheme, but it took several years before the copper 
markets of Europe and the United States recovered 
from the shock. 

No Copper for Sale. 

“Now the market situation is clearer. According 
to the United Metals Selling Company officials, there 
is not a pound of copper stored so far as they can as- 
certain, and that great factor in the trade has no copper 
for sale. It was stated recently that the company will 
not begin to accumulate copper before July 1 next. 
By this date they propose to sell their copper, exercis- 
ing such influence toward stability in price as an im- 
portant factor in the trade can exercise. 

“It was inferred yesterday that the policy of this 
selling company will be followed by Phelps, Dodge & 
Co. and the Calumet and Arizona, which have always 
adopted the policy of selling copper at the best price 
obtainable. If carried out, it is clear that consumers 
will buy in limited quantities in a ‘hand to mouth’ man- 
ner until the industrial outlook is clearer and the trade 
demand is measured by experienced experts.”

ITEMS. 


The New England Enameling Company of Middle- 
town, Conn., manufacturers of enameled steel ware 
and tin and galvanized ware, are building an addition 
to their plant, 45 x 50 ft., of concrete and frame con- 
struction. 

The Bohnert Manufacturing Company of Paris, IIl., 
has been incorporated with $5,000 capital stock, to 
manufacture galvanized eave troughs, corrugated and 
plain conductor pipe and cresting ridge roll. The 
company will also job sheet iron and tin plate. 

The Victor Buckingham Slate Company has been 
meorporated at Dayton, Ohio, by John J. Hall and 
other local business men. The company controls 71 
acres of slate lands in Buckingham county, Vaz and 
will produce roofing and structural slate. The plant 
will be located in Virginia, and the general offices in 
Dayton. 

The Sheet Metal Specialty Company of Follansbee, 
W. Va., whose plant was destroyed by fire some time 
ago, recently completed the erection of a two-story 
brick building, 50x150 ft., and another building, 40x50 
ft:, has equipped the larger one with machinery, and 





* in addition to the double and single wall pipe, furnace 


supplies, etc., formerly manufactured, will make a line 
of galvanized products, corrugated pipe, eave troughs, 
etc. 

The metal workers’ strike in San Francisco, Cal., has 
been settled by arbitration. The 20,000 men of the 
twenty-eight striking unions have gone back to work 
under an agreement with the employers by which the 
present nine-hour working day is to be cut short a 
quarter of an hour after December 1, 1908, an addi- 
tional quarter hour cut to be made at the end of each 
succeeding period of six months until the eight-hour 
day shall have been reached, June 1, 1910. 

At a conference held in Pittsburgh last week be- 
tween members of the American Sheet & Tin Plate 
Company and the Amalgamated Association, the wage 
scales were fixed for such of the company’s sheet and 
tin plate mills as have signed the Amalgamated scale. 
The workmen requested a number of advances but the 
employers’ committee declared that it was absolutely 
impossible to pay any higher wages for the coming 
year, on account of the higher prices of raw materials, 
especially pig tin. The Amalgamated Association 


then withdrew its demands for an advance and the 
present scales will be renewed for the year beginning

Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 
The settling down of the weather into something 
very closely approaching Summer in the Middle West 


and Northwest has been welcomed by the hardware 


trade generally and has tended to restore normal con- 
ditions for this time of the year. If the demands 
made upon jobbers’ stocks are any indication of the 
extent of the retail trade, and they surely should be, 
there is little cause for complaint in spite of the un- 
settled weather that prevailed very generally during 
the Spring. 

There are not lacking indications of the approach 
of the usual annual period of quietness, but greater 
cheerfulness is noted among those who have been 
predicting poor crops as a result of the weather con- 
ditions, and hence a consequent loss to the trade. 

Price advances appear to have ceased for the time 
being, but manufacturers continue to be fully em- 
ployed in meeting the demand for their goods. 

Mill deliveries on wire nails and barb wire are im- 
proving but scarcity is still noted in both lines. 

Seasonable activity is noted in wire cloth and screen 
doors, the demand for which was delayed by the ab- 
normal weather conditions this year. 

The Cut Nail Association on June 25 reaffirmed ex- 
isting prices on cut nails for the month of July. 

The meeting of the wire interests held in Chicago 
June 24 decided to make no change in prices in wire 
nails, barb wire and smooth fence wire. 

The trade in wire nails for the first half of 1907 
broke all records, having greatly exceeded the volume 
of trade in the first half of last year, which was also 
of record breaking character. 





TIN PLATE. 
Specifications on tin plate are reported light but the 
demand is expected to resume large proportions on 
more favorable crop reports.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their week- 
ly report: 

“Renewed interest in the market and increased pur- 
chases in good number have been chronicled during the 
week. A number of melters have not fully covered their 
requirements for even the third quarter, while a large 
number have bought only a small proportion of their con- 
sumption for the last quarter, and this condition, together 
with somewhat easier feeling in the market, resulted in 
furnaces and buyers getting together recently for a good 
amount. There is no let up in the demand made by buyers 
for shipments right up to contract specifications on orders 
they have with the furnaces, and in many cases they ar« 
asking for anticipation of movement. 

“Although mid-year is at hand with the general at- 
tendant relaxing of the iron business which is customary 
at this time, it will be seen that this year is one of the 
greatest in point of dividend and interest disbursements by 
various corporations, and it will be greater than last year. 
This is the direct result of the exceptional prosperity of the 
country which made 1906 so memorable, and which has so far 
extended into the present year. 

“Locally, there is considerable activity in small odd lots 
of various kinas, ranging all the way down the scale of 
grades. 

“The demand for coke is confined to small lots of 
foundry graées and the market is comparatively easy, with 
considerable tonnage offering. A number of furnace con- 
tracts for the last half have been closed and others are 
pending, which, it is expected, will be consummated before 
long. Some fair business in foundry coke contracts for 
the last half have been closed and the fuels with the best 
name and reputation have been the ones which profited 
most. Good coke has been commanding good figures, while 
poor fuel is of very slow sale.” 





Matthew Addy & Company, Cincinnati, will say in their 
weekly report: 

“In spite of the heavy purchasing early in the season 
all consumers of pig iron are not supplied. This is more 
and more evident as we get near to the beginning of the 
third quarter. There are many melters of iron who have 
followed a waiting policy up to the last moment, and now 
they must shortly either buy or shut down. Then there are 
concerns that are only partially covered on their pig iron 
requirements and they are picking up little lots as they find 
them. The purchasing just now is mainly of small quanti- 
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ties for nearby shipment, with now and then a thousand 
tons or so for delivery over the first quarter or first half 
of 1908. But the main feature of the situation to-day is not 
to be found on the firing line of the buyer and the seller. 
On the contrary the real feature of the trade is the tre- 
mendous and unceasing consumption and production of pig 
iron. All furnaces. are being forced to the limit of their 
capacity. All foundries are running full, and even with this 
there is a demand for finished goods greater than can be 
supplied. 

“The iron trade at the present time is at the flood tide 
of activity, and the tide shows no sign of ebbing.”
